In the 1960s I worked for Ampex. In the intake process, they told the 


story of how Ampex, originally a precision electric motor company, came 
to build tape recorders. 


When Jack Mullins came back after WWII with Magnetophone examples in 
hand, he tried to interest GE in building them. The GE guys uwisely 
said, "It's a great idea, but there just isn't any market for it." 


Shortly thereafter, Bing Crosby found out that these recorders existed. 
He hated doing live or disc recorded shows because you couldn't edit 
them and fix mistakes. He got in touch with Mullins and wanted two of 
them quickly, to use for a gala post-war radio show. Mullins went in 
search of a company to build them and found Ampex. The rest is history. 


Further trivia: the name Ampex came from the initials of the company's 
founder, Alexander M. Poniatoff, plus EX for excellence.

Jack told me he tried to interest Crosby in manufacturing 
them but he wasn't intersted but told Jack he would market them 
through Bing Crosby Enterprises if he could find a manufacturer. 
Before Jack began to record Crosby's radio show he did a lot of 
recording around the San Francisco area so he knew about possible 
manufacturers there including Ampex. Poiniatov had lost 
government contracts when WW-2 ended and was looking for 
something new. I am now drawing blanks on names I know perfectly 
well. One is the fellow who did most of the design work on the 
Ampex 200. The model number was chosen because Ampex did not want 
to suggest they had never made anything like it before. The size 
was chosen partly to look like a Skully lathe because it was 
established as the Rolls-Royce disc recorder. BTW, KFI had a home 
built copy of a 200 which they were still using in the 1960s. 

The 200 ran at 30 IPS to obtain adequate high frequency 
response. Ampex later developed much better playback heads that 


would allow speeds as slow as 7-1/2 IPS. They were introduced on 
the Model 400. Unfortunately, it was a pusher machine which made 
editing almost impossible. It was replaced after a short time by 
the Model 350. That model number was chosen because it was half 
way between 300 and 400 the two previous models. 

The shoot out at Crosby's offices pitted the modified 
Magnetophone against Richard Ranger's machine. RCA was also 
represented with a film (photographic) recording machine and disc 
recording for comparison. Jack said the engineering people liked 
the disc best because it was what they were used to. Ranger's 
machine failed. The jackpot was when they asked how soon an 
edited version could be done. I don't remember exactly what Jack 
told them but something like three days. That did it because the 
film would take weeks and disc is not practical to edit (although 
Vitaphone had a very elaborate rig to do it). He was able to 
deliver and recorded the Crosby programn for a couple of years 
recycling the tape he had brought back from Germany. 

BTW, this tape was not coated, it was plastic with the 
magnetic particles imbedded throughout. I heard one of the 
surviving recordings, it sounded like modern high fidelity 
recording down to the room slap at NBC. Crosby had to move the 
show to ABC since NBC would not use recorded material on the air 
but the program was still recorded at the NBC Sunset and Vine 
studios. This show was originally the "Kraft Music Hall" and 
after moving to ABC became "Philco Radio Time". 

All a forgotten part of Silicon Valley.

Good and sound advice. One interesting case is linear amplifiers 
designed for CW and SSB modes. For those, peak currents can be sourced 
by the charge stored in B+ filter capacitors, greatly reducing the 
current demand on power transformers. The idea is that the capacitors 
charge up during pauses in speech or CW and discharge on demand when 
high current is needed. 


This trick is particularly helpful with low voltage/high current solid 
state amplifiers, since large capacitance, low-voltage electrolytics 
are cheap. The old SGC 500W amplifier comes to mind. If I recall 
properly, that amp?s AC supply had two modest 12V supplies in 
parallel, with humongous large filter capacitors to store the charge. 
The capacitors in effect served as the voltage regulators.
